These are known as 
adhesions.

When twisting o f the bowel occurs, it 
tends to cut off the circulation, both in 
the arteries and the veins 
Even if this 
does not hap p en, the bowel will become 
swollen or distended, and p ut p ressure on 
the blood veMels, so th a t in either ca.se 
the blood flow will be cut off.
